Material Progress of California. 
Though for a long time nearly dor­ 
mant, the mighty energies of Califor­ 
nia have in the last few years sprung 
into active movement, and tiie State 
is progressing on the road to wealth 
at an unprecedented rate. 
I’lte report of the Surveyor-General 
of the State, gives a mass ol' statistics 
that forcibly exhibits the prosperity of 
our industries. 
These figures show from a careful 
compilation madcj by the Examiner, 
that there are in the State one hun­ 
dred and seventy-five distilleries, 
which manufactured during the year 
embraced in the statistics !il8‘(ii) ^gal­ 
lons of whiskey and brandy; also 180 
breweries that turned out 10,507,243 
gallons of ale and beer. Besides there 
was produced 4,202,001 gallons of wine. 
We thus have a total of 15,627,341 gal­ 
lons of intoxicating drink manufac- 
tuaed iu a year. These flgnres are 
rather below than above the mark. 
There are 322 saw-mills in the State 
202 run by steam and 120 by water 
power. They produced 279,572,849 feet 
of lumber, and 82,188,500 shingles were 
made. The grist-mills number 269, 
with 341 run of stone; 198 of the mills 
are run by steam and 71 by water­ 
power, and all of them produced 1,­ 
380,201 barrels of flour and crushed 
230,214 bushels of corn into meal. 
The water works foot up thus: 636 
irrigating ditches from which 118,094 
-acres of land were irrigated; and 780 
mining ditches, having an aggregate 
length of 4,888 miles, supplying 220,­ 
187 inches of water per day. 
The quartz mills number 248, and 
during the year they crushed 297,310 
tons of rock. The amount of gold 
thus produced is left to the imagina­ 
tion, but observation leads us to be­ 
lieve that it is not short of 2,500,000. 
Eight woolen mills worked up 4,­ 
808,750 pounds of wool during the year, 
whereby a handsome little sum was 
added and saved to the wealth of the 
State. 
Of railroads, exclusive of street rail­ 
ways in cities, there are 1,118 miles in 
the State not Including the 30 miles or 
more constructed in Los Angeles, dur­ 
ing the last summer and Fall. 
As compared with the statistics of 
1872, the figures show these facts ; A 
large increase in the number of busi­ 
ness. and an increase of over 200 per 
cent, in their production; a decrease 
in the quantity of wine and the in­ 
crease in the quantity of brandy ; a 
very large increase in the number of 
grist-mills, and in their products; no 
Increase in the number of saw-mills, 
nnd(a very large decrease-uearly a t bird 
in the amount of their production; 
an increase in the number of irrigat­ 
ing and mining ditches; a decrease in 
the number of quartz mills and in the 
amount of rock crushed! an increase 
of woolen mills, and of the amount of 
wool worked up; 73 miles of line were 
added to the railroad system of the 
State last year. 
The number of tons of coal mined in 
1872 was 120,000 tons, and in 1873 the 
quantity was increased to 145,360 tons. 
The returns show that no cotton wss 
produced 
during 
the 
period 
covered in the statistics of 1872, while 
the figures for 1873 show that 187 ac­ 
res of laud planted with cotton yielded 
148,084 pounds of the fibre—an average 
of a little over 800 pounds to the acre. 
The Southern portion of the State is 
by no means behind in the general ad­ 
vance. There nan been a large acces­ 
sion of population, while new enter­ 
prises and improvements are springing 
up in all directions. In 1871 San Diego 
county had 6.094 acres of land in culti­ 
vation; 1,713 acres were sown in wheat 
and 2,700 in barley. In 1872 there were 
12,640 acres in cultivation, 1,804 of 
which were in wheat, and 7,249 in 
barley. 
San Bernardino county in 1871 had 
in cultivation 5,543 acres, 1,115 in 
wheat, and 1,850 in barley. Jn 1875 the 
same county had 8,989 acres in culti­ 
vation, of which 2,417 were in wheat, 
and 3,757 in barley. 
Los Angeles had in 1871, 44,800acres 
in cultivation, of which 500 acres were 
in wheat, and 11,500 in barley. In 1872, 
it had 49,000 acres in cultivation. 
Santa Barbara in 1871 had 25,050 
acres in cultivation, and in 1872. 56,­ 
700 acres. 
Ventura county not being organized 
in 1871 its statistics are included iu 
those of Santa Barbara. 
There has also been a large increase 
in the number of all kinds of domestic 
animals. A great many more fruit 
trees have been planted out, and our 
advance in the production of fruit Is 
large. 
Over fifty miles of railroad have 
been built during the past year, and 
the prospect of an early connection 
witli San Francisco and the East is 
good. The bounteous rains of the 
present season have infused every one 
with new hope, and the amount of 


land put under the plow will greatly 
exceed what has ever been cultivated 
before. Our orohardists are extending 
their operations, and pressing the 
nursery men to the extent of their 
ability, to supply the demand for 
trees. A flood of emigrants is pouring 
in, and taking up our unoccupied 
lands, building themselves homes, 
while crowds of tourists and pleasure- 
seekers are filling our hotels. The fu­ 
ture of all Bopthorn California is 
bright with promise, and we hope to 
ecord of 1874 that our progress in 
wealth and population is greater than 
ever before.

Tlic rain fall at Colusa nearly equals 
the entire fall of a year ago. 
The House Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds were in Ban 
Jose last Wednesday to examine the 
State Normal School. 
Two men driving cattle near Camp 
McDowell, Arizona, on the 18th ult­ 
imo, were attacked by índiuns, and 
one of the men killed. 
The creeks along the coast are lively 
with salmon. One was caught near 
the powder works Santa Cruz, which 
was three feet in length. 
McKinney, late editor of the Vir­ 
ginia Evening Chronicle, lias resigned 
íiis position on the paper, for the pur­ 
pose of engaging in business in eastern 
Nevada. 
Tiie duy-beacon recently placed upon 
Fauntleroy Rock, in Crescent Bay, 
went down under the heavy sea De­ 
cember 22d. It cost the Government 
$5,000 to plant this beacon. 
Santa Cruz county claims the honor 
of having the oldest inhabitant on the 
earth. His name Justinimo Koxus, 
and he is said to be 121 years old. 
The citizens of Olympia arc subscrib­ 
ing liberal sums to puy the expenses of 
a survey, report and estimates of tiie 
Olympia and Tenino railroad. 
Two hundred barrels of flour are 
daily turned out by tiie grist mill of 
the Los Gatos company, Santa Clara 
county. 
The tilling with water of the great 
reservoir of the Virginia and Gold 
Hill Water Company was finished on 
Friday night. 
Albert H. Hart, private Secretary 
to Governor Booth, will be a candidate 
for the olflce of State Librarian, in op­ 
position to the present incumbent, H. 
O. Cravens. 
The Tobacco Company of Gilroy are 
busily sowing seed for next crop of 
tobacco. Other companies anil many 
private individuals will also plant con­ 
siderably this season. 
l'rof. Agassiz’s son lias been ap­ 
pointed to the Presidency of the An­ 
derson School on Natural History on 
Penikese Island, and is his father’s 
successor. 
Bose Wilson, a D street woman of 
Virginia City, was robbed of $3,000 in 
coin Jan. 2d, shortly before daylight, 
by three men, who, in uddition to 
capturing her pelf, gave her a terrible 
beating. 
The rain gauge at the ofticc of the 
South Yuba Canal Company, at Ne­ 
vada City, showed the amount of rain 
that lias fallen l'or the twenty-four 
hours, ending Thursday at five o’clock, 
to he 2.08 inches.

An Object of Pity- 


Whenever the publisher of the St"i' 
takes a look at the well-filled columns 
of the H k r a i .D and realizes that not­ 
withstanding our advertising rates are 
nearly double those of the other city 
papers, we are overrun with legitimate 
and respectable advertisements, his 
bile at once overflows, and he relieves 
himself by such choice language as 
“ blear-eyed importation,” “journal­ 
istic puddinghead,” etc. 
We know of 
no relief for his sorrows. 
He is likely 
to be harrowed by the success of the 


H e r a l d for years to come, unless, in­ 
deed, he shall take himself off to sonic 
place where the peculiar services he 
can best render are in better demand. 
From what we hear of it, the “ Bar- 
bary Coast” in Sail Francisco might 
afford a congenial field. 
In such 
an 
atmosphere 
his 
choice 
and 
elegant language would meet with 
the appreciation 
it deserves, and 
he might with ease, eke out the in­ 
come of his paper by levying black­ 
mail on the miserable creatures who 
are low enough to need his services or 
to fear his pon. The time is past, 
however, in Los Angeles, when he 
can flourish by such practices. Candi­ 
dates for office no longer goto him and 
pay him money for his support, and 
when he follows them around offering 
to advocate their claims “for a hund­ 
red dollars less than lie would support 
anyone else” his proffers are spurned 
with contempt. 
We are sorry for him; a baffled and 
played-out black-mniler is a pitiable 
object. His hatred for an honest, in­ 
dependent and successful newspaper is 
so natural that we haven’t the heart 
to resent his hard words, even if we 
otherwise felt like heeding abuse from 
a source that a fish-woman m ight de­ 
spise. 


Th e excitement ill mining stocks 
still continues, and fortunes are made 
in a day. 
Numerous new companies 
have lately been formed with heavy 
capital, and operations for the coming 
year promise to lie lively. 


Amending the Charter. 


The subject of revising the City 
Charter is now fairly before the Conn­ 
ell. Our prosperity will depend largely 
on the wisdom of its previous, and if 
any mistakes are made, its amend­ 
ment will necessarily be the work of 
time 
Hence it is important that (“arc 
should be exercised in the revision, 
and in advance of the publication of 
the labors of those engaged in drafting 
the new instruments, we offer a sug­ 
gestion in regard to the manner of 
electing the Council, that seems to us 
of some moment. At present each of 
the three wards of this city elect their 
representatives in the Council sepa­ 
rately. As that body legislates for the 
whole city, the entire people are in­ 
terested in the character of the men 
chosen, and ought to have a voice in 
their election. Now while the repre­ 
sentatives of the respective 
wards 
should reside within their limits, they 
ought to be elected on a general ticket, 
and every voter should have a vote' in 
determining who 
they should be. 
Each locality would be as much rep­ 
resented, as if it elected its own repre­ 
sentative by its own exclusive vote, 
while there would not be the danger 
of unlit men being chosen to office 
when the whole city participates in 
the election. 


Disposed to Quibble. 


Because we arc disposed to encour­ 
age our W ilmington friends a little in 
their laudable enterprise of forming a 
warehouse and shipping association, 
the Expresa assumes that we have 
given up all our position on the har­ 
bor question, and propounds the fol­ 
lowing conundrum, “would the pres­ 
ent extension of the railroad a few 
hundred yards to deep water, relieve 
us of transhipment? It goes on to say 
that if it will not we must wait till 
the bar is deepened, etc. If the edi­ 
tors of that paper would read our 
articles with any care they would not 
ask such stupid questions. 
It is the 
Expresa that thinks a few hundred 
yards of wharf, will bring the road to 
deep water, and not this paper. 
We 
have uniformly claimed that the bar 
must be dredged away or the railroad 
extended to Deadman’s Island or .San 
Pedro, and if the bar is dredged away, 
the road must be extended to a point 
that large vessels can reach it. If 
there is deep water within sucli a 
trifling distance why did the Chamber 
of Commerce recommend such an ex­ 
tensive work for making a channel? 
The W ilmington people claim that 
the bar will lie dredged away as soon 
as the rough weather subsides. 
For 
confirmation of this see our correspon- 
enee from that place in the H e r a l d 
of the 4th. They also assert that the 
wharf is to be extended to deep water. 
In yesterday’s issue we alluded en­ 
couragingly to their efforts, but at the 
same time warned them that if they 
stopped short of a complete fulfillment 
of the demands of the people of .South­ 
ern Californio, they must expect to 
see the same end accomplished in 
some other way. Will the erudite and 
excessively exact editors of the Ex­ 
press point out the “ wiggling” in this, 
or how it is inconsistent with what 
we have heretofore held? 


T h e New York Bar Association huve 
passed resolutions against the confirm­ 
ation of W illiams as Chief Justice.. 
The Judiciary Committee of the Sen­ 
ate arc almost unanimously opposed 
to him, and if the Senate is not, it 
ought to be. The office of Chief Just­ 
ice should never be disgraced by being 
made the sport of scheming politi­ 
cians. 


A Continental Scheme. 


We have been repeatedly informed 
during the past few days that a grand 
continental railway from New York 
on an air line to Omaha was to be 
chartered by Congress and a subsidy 
of $20,000 per mile asked to aid in its 
construction. 
We have heard of this 
magnificent sélleme before. 
It has 
been announced time ami again that 
a combination of capitalists has been 
formed to carry it out, and that $40,­ 
000,000 had been subscribed to build it. 
It has been begun, on paper, cviiry 
month or two for the past five years, 
and deluded townships along the line, 
have paid for surveys and voted bonds 
to it more times than we can call to 
mind. The projector of this colossal 
scheme is a bankrupt speculator from 
Illinois, who couldn’t pay a board bill 
on demand, and if the people of the 
West arc to wait until he builds a 
competing railroad, they will suffer 
the present exactions a long time. 
It 
is such swindlers as these ^tliat are al­ 
ways hanging around Congress lobby­ 
ing for charters and subsidies, hoping 
to peddle them out to speculators. 
They ought to be smothered with their 
own documents. 


T h e press is almost unanimous in 
demanding that a sufficient reward 
shall be offered, to bring Vasquez and 
his gang to justice. In a thinly settled 
country like this neither life nor pro­ 
perty is safe if such marauders are al­ 
lowed to live. The $15,000 bill should 
pass the Legislature at once. 


The Senate prudently hesitates to 
lepeal the bankruptcy law. 
Like 
many other laws, it is liable to abuse ; 
but that some such law is necessary, 
the history of the country demon­ 
strates. 
The compulsory provisions 
by which a single creditor can force a 
man into insolvency and ruin art' 
wrong and should be repealed. 
But if 
ameudod, as proposed, so that u ma­ 
jority, or two-thirds of the creditors, 
shall be required to common proceed­ 
ings, most of the present ocaslon* of 
complaint will be avoided 


T h e Gas Company|has at last found 
an advocate. The notorious dead-beat 
and black-mailer of the Star has prob­ 
ably received a present of his weekly 
gas bill, and forthwith he rushes to 
the front as the apologist and defender 
of this monopoly. 
In buying this 
blaekgunrd however, the Company 
have not shown their usual sagacity. 
Before lie was known in this commu­ 
nity, his services might have com­ 
manded a reasonable price, but now it 
is so well established that he can be 
bought and sold, that respectable peo­ 
ple shun his support. 
Like the street 
walker, he is compelled to wander 
around the slums and alleys, taking 
in the unwary, and serving the most 
desperate cause for the sake of a few 
dimes of blood-money.

E d i t o r H e r a l d : I see that "Older-

“ W hat are you going to do about it?” 
There can be no compulsion in the m at­ 
ter; no law can be passed compelling 
visitors to remain and permanently 
locate in Los Angeles.

Baker stated that he 
rode about a mile with his victim, and 
being left-handed drew his pistol un­ 
observed by Cline, shooting him in 
the right side, when Cline fell to the 
ground from his horse, when Baker 
dismounted and shot him through tiie 
head, killing him instantly. 
Baker is 
a young m an about 25 years of age. 
Public sentiment at this place Is 
strongly against bis being brought 
here for trial. They think that lie 
should have been hung upon the spot.

Yesterday lu* 
made preparations for burning the re­ 
maining portion of the ei*y, but the 
polieo were on the look-out, arresting 
him while skulking around. Two fire­ 
balls composed of cotton and cotton 
wicking, saturated witli kerosine, a 
small piece of candle and matches 
were fouud on him. The man seems 
to be a monomaniac on fires, talking 
about conflagrations continually. The 
reason he gives for liis wholesale incen­ 
diarism is tiie spirit of communism 
which exists in his breast and which 
inspires him to burn and devastate 
cities iu order that the poor laborers 
may have an opportunity to reap a 
harvest in rebuilding what he destroy­ 
ed. W hen called up in the police court 
to-day he waived an examination, and 
was sent tojail.
